Some Christians have felt it to be 
a difficulty that Christ says so little 
about the: blessing of work. The 
German Pietists. tried to make out 
that though the Gospels are silent 


on the subject, Jesus ‘must. have}: 


been really the best carpenter, the 
best scholar, the best judge, and 
so on, who ever lived, They meant 
well, but in.truth it is.not easy to 
find the modern idenl of, efficiency 
tn the Gospels. “And at. least. one 


«terrific worker, the’ great scholar 


Harnack, has been honest enough to! 
say: '‘There is a grent deal of 
hypocritical twaddle talked about 
work. Three-fourths of it and 
more is nothing but: stupefying toil, 
and the man who really works har 
shares.the poet’s aspirations as ha 
looks forward to evening: ‘| Head, 
hands and - feet rejoice: the work 
is done.’ T'have found (he adds) 
that the people who talk loudest, 


about the pleasure of work are not 


very Inborious themselves,.’ 

" Civilisations have hitherto been 
based off the assumption that, people 
in general will not work unless they 
are cither bribed or threatened. 
Ambition is a motive for the. few 


| only, for ambition is either the 
,luxury of the happy'or the anodyne 


of the’ wretched. In a slave-atate 
the alternative for the majority, is 
“ Work or. be ‘whipped.” Under 
competitive industrialism it" is 
“Work or statve.” , 
Long Hours And Smal} Rewards. 
And yet this is‘not aid never has 
beeh ao true estimate of human 
Nature. At all times’and in all 
Pinces theré have been men and 
women who. have worked neither 


J for fear nor favour, but because,they 


love .either their work or their 
fellow men or their:God. In every 
society there is a large number: of 
citizens’ who preserve civilisation 
from the corruption “which cor. 
rodes every ‘institution, the “mem- 
bers of which work unwillingly, for 
fear of punishment or hope of re- 
ward. .There are traditions of. dis- 
interested service in some profes- 
Soldiers in war time under. 
go every kind of hardship and 
incur the pais risks for a bare 
Pittance. It was a:commonplace ten 
Years ago to, say that if the spirit 
of the trénches could be imported 
into civil Hfe, our social: problems 
would casily be solved. 

There are other professions in 
which there is a high standard of 
professiona] honour. We cannot 
imagine public school masters strik- 
ing in the middle of a term, .or 
doctors. during an epidemic. 
Scholars and: mén‘ of science would 
never consent to an eightshour day : 
they work for much more than 
eight hours, for rewards which are 
sometimes too small. to be calculat- 
ed. “Perhags, like. Harnack, they 
‘are glad when the day’s work is 
over; but'for all that their. work 
is really their play, and their play 
mere recreation, grudgingly accept- 
ed-for the, sake of health. . Life }' 
would be intolerable "to: them “it |: 
they, were forbidden to work, and to 
-work ,harder than any wage- earner 
is, allowed fo. work. 
Work For The Love Of It, 
” Besides this there are very many 
persons ‘in every clase of life (for 
LT am-not Sees superiority for

| than’ the four hours of, work, even 
if the four hours were spent, as 
my | first quotation suggests, in 
cursing and swearing: and thinking 
of the way -to-thé nearest cinema 
or public-house. No healthy civili- 
j sation ean evor be reared’ ona 
foundation of devitalised work. 


The error seems to be largely in 
substituting the ideal of ‘ happi- 
ness’? most basely “conceived -as 
freedom. from "discomfort and 
frivolous mental excitation, for the 
joy of creativeness, ‘in grent thin 
or ‘in. small, which is equally. 
natural to man. Dr. Jacks quotes 
the inscription on. a- Mohammedan 
astrolabe, more than a thousand, 
years old,‘ as. an example of the 
spirit. of 'n good crnftsman. ‘This 
astrolabe is the work of Hussein. 
All ‘mechanic and mathematician, 
and servant of the Most High God.’’ 
This mechanic found his pride jand 
happiness in what he did. when he 


was on‘ duty, not,on what he did j, 


when he was off duty. 
 Dificultios Create Interest. 


What are. the things that make 
work pleasant, and ‘what are ‘the. 
thitgs: tiatfmake if Th aloagrecable 

Putting aside the question of re- 
muneration,..which ig outside the 
work itself, .the first requisite, is 
that' the work shall bo interesting” 
This may seemsan impossible re- 
quiremant, but I do not think it is 
so. Whenever wo put aJl our energies 
into our work, it becomes interest- 
ing, When I was a young man, the 
‘| Headmaster of Eton commissioned 
me to write a Latin Grammar for 
the upper forms of the school. 
There are few'who would. say that 
the niceties of Latin syntax—the 
forms of the conditional sentence 
and the rules-of oratio obliqua 
are an interesting subject; but 1 
became quite keen. about them be- 
lors I- had finished. Whenever 
there are difficulties to be ‘solved 
‘interest-ia easily awakened. Bnt no 
doubt theré must be also the con- 
yiction that..the work is ‘worth 
doing. Nobody. ought to be set to 
the making of useless luxuries, in 
which’ the toil -of weeks may ‘be 
consumed in an hour; such tasks are 
degrading, however ‘well they may 
be paid. 


Third comes the delight of creat- 
ing something which we believe to 
be beautiful, or know. to, be uesful— 
the joy of good craftsmanship, 
which I am afraid is threatened by 
all-pervading machinery and mass 
production, . : 

» Where There Is Love, 

Last-and most important is love 
or. goodwill. Within the family 
there is an immense amount of un- 
mae labour, sweetened by affection. 

n. professions which evoke and de- 
mand loyalty;-such as..the ‘Army 
and the Church, men shrink from: 
no sacrifice’ and: ‘keep no accounts 
of giving and taking.. Where there 
is no love and loyalty between em- 
ployers and’ employed, but only 
what Carlyle ‘calls the ‘ensh nexus, 
there is sure to be endless friction.
